RUSSELL ATTACKS 
PRORIBITION LAW 


Brands the ‘dry’ ket As a Hy- 
pocritical Disgrace 


Cadidate for Governor De- 
clares Its Passage in “1907 
Was a Step Back Towards 


the Dayx Ages—iIn Favor of | 


Local Option for Georgia. 


Branding the present prohibition 
law-as a hypocritical disgrace ang de- 
claring its passage in 1907 
been a step back toward the dark 
ages, Judge Richard B. Russell, can- 
didaté for governor, in hig speech at 
the Grand opera house last night, un- 
equivocally declared himself-in favor 
of local option and forcibly expressed 
his antagonism to the present status 
of prohibition in Georgia. 

The judge declared that the prohibi- 
tion law was passed by a clique of 
Politicians who raised the prohibition 
issue of their own volition and forced 
it down the throats of the people of 
the state without giving them a 
chance to express their opinion on it.

Shanghai ls Entirely in the 
Hands of Chinese Rev- 
olutionis's 


HINDeTOSHEND FIGHTIN 
ON STREETS OF HERKON 


Imperialist Soldiers, Wholly 
Out of Hand of Officers, 
Attack Everyone They Meet. 
Imperial Forts at Wu Sung 
Fall--Resignation of Premier 
Yuan Shi Kai Confirmed. 


Shanghai, November 3.—Except fer 
the foreign concessions, Shanghai te- 
night is entirely in the hands of the 
revolutionists, who captured the city 
late this afternoon. There was prac- 
tically no resistance, only a few shots 
being fired. All the Chinese soldiers 
have joined the rebels and the police 
and firemen apparently are sympathiz- 
ing with them, for they are i at 
white badges on their arms. 

After taking over the arsenal, the 
rebels burned the taotai’s yamen in 
the native city. 5 

The Associated Press correspondent 
this afternoon covered the entire out- 
lying section of Shanghai, but did not 
discover a single instance of disorder. 
Even in the native city complete order 
prevailed. Every courtesy is shown 
foreigners. The sdldiers, police and 
firemen are continuing on duty. Shops. 
are closed tonight. 

Rebels Take Over Shanghai. 

While the action of the rebels was 
expected, the movement was made 
quickly. Follewing a slight disturb- 
ance In the northern section of the 
city, noticés were posted throughout 
the native city announcing that “the 
military government of China’ had 
taken over Shanghal” lt-warned the 
| populace against disorder... 

The arsenal where recéntly ‘thére 
Nad been the greatest activity prepar- 
atory to assisting the tup-river forts 
and providing ammunition for Admiral 
Sah, was called on to surrender by the 
rebels. The chief of the arsenal quiet- 
ly disappeared, but a few other offi- 
clals continued to hold it without, 
however, any show of force. ~- A tee 
shots were fired, but the revolutiona- 
ries warned the officials remaining that 
they iritended to take the arsenal, even 
if they had to fight for it.

PASSENGERS TELL DETAILS 
OF THE SOUTHERN WRECK’ 


“It was just like a bed falling down, 
and over in a minute,” said Conductor | 
T. D. Bradley, of Southern fast mail 
No. 14, speaking of the wreck Thurs- 
day night at Chattahoochee, which 
piled up cars and scattered wreckage 
for a hundred yards. 

“I was in the baggage coach, sitting 
down, when suddenly there was a 
crash, a lurch forward and then every- 
thing. was quiet. The trunks were 


lahead of me, and had been piled in 


the forward end of the car, I*got up 
safe and looked to the rear of the bag- 
gage car. In the negro compartment 
everything was demolished.” 

Other people tell the same simple 
story of the wreck. There was no 
panic, apparently very little fear, and 
when it was seen that all was over the 
passengers got out as quickly as pos 
sible. 

Aviation Trick of Baggage Car. 

G. W. Strum, of Pittsburg, was in the 
coach which hurdled the baggage car, 
and roosted safely some 20 feet in the 
air, leaning against the side of the cut. 

“It just seemed like a gentle rise. 
We ran up and then settled down,” he 
terrific flight through 
Space. “Everybody was thrown for- 
ward, but nobody was hurt, and we all 
climbed down the bank as soon as we 
could, You see the baggage coach left 
its trucks, ..When our coach reached 
them they proceeded to climb. When 
it hit the rear of the baggage coath 
this wooden car gave way like paper 
and we just went on up.

There was probably less panic, less 
olind fear in Thursday night’s wreck 
than ordinarily hppena, Evrybody 
seemed to wait for something to hap- 
pen, and when it apparently did not 
happen they got out. Later they went 
back to the warmth of the coaches to 
rest. 

When the wrecking train reached the 
scene the first thing that greeted them 
was the engine, some 100 yards ahead 
of the rest of the train. It had run 
ihat far after 


damage. .A little farther on, at a huge 
fire, fifty or more people were warm- 
ing themselves and discussing the 
wreck, ’ 

The bond-fire threw a weird light on 
the wreck.

beams and gas tanks thrown here and 
there, anoifier car lifted in the air and 
the others trailing bénind over the 
ruined track, was @ scene never to be 
forgotten. 

Coop of Chickens Safe. 

On top of one of the coaches was 
thrown a coop of chickens. The be- 
numbed fowls took a mild interest in 
their peculiar predicament, and when 
they found themselves safe, tucked 
their heads under thelr wings to await 


‘the delivery man of the express com-

In the express car was a quantity of 
pasteboard cartons, and from several 
trickled brownish stream, 
reminiscent of Chattanooga. 

“We had a bunch of that stuff on 
board, but I believe most of it is safe,” 
said someone.

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PEABODY TRUSTEES GIVE 
$40,000 TO ATHENS SCHOOL 


The sum of $46,000 from the Peabody 
fund will be tmmediatély available for 
the construction of a new building at 
Athens, in which to educate young 
teachers for the common schools of 
Georgia, according to Governor Hoke 
Smith. 

On his return yesterday from the 
New York meeting of the Peabody 
Fund trustees, Governor Smith said: 

“The $40,000 will be immediately 
available and I expect to ask the trus- 
tees of the school to meet in a few 
days to take steps at once to erect the 
building. 

“TI pelieve that the development of 
the chair of pedagogy in a school of 
education or school for teachers at the 
university will constitute a splendid 
contribution to the educational prog- 
ress of the state. 


“My hope is that this school will be 


able to furnish special courses of study 
during the year for county school su- 
erintendents in addition to the summer 
school which it holds for rural teach- 
ers; that it will also study rural school 
problems argd by university extension 
work, through ‘bulietins, contribute 
greatly to the improvement of our 
rural schools. 

“IT do not think it will in any way 
conflict with the normal schools. It 
will be giving special courses to the 
students of the university who wish to 
prepare for educational work on more 
advanced lines than the normal school 
gives, but above all it will be able to 
help the teachers now at work 
throughout the state by contributing 
through the thought and labor of

President Johnson’s Letter. 


“When the subject of handling the 
world’s series this fall confronted the 
commission, I suggested that the sale 
of tickets be placed in the control of 
the officials of the two contending 
clubs. -If anythine then went amiss 
they would be held accountable. This 
position was taken for the reason that 
I thought the clubs were better in- 
formed and equipped to meet local eon- 
ditions and could cater chiefly to those 
who had been their main sunvort dur- 
ing the regular chamobioanshin season. 

“When I afrived in New York the 
night precedine the dav for the oven- 
ing game of the series, I was confront- 
ed by members of the press who de- 
manded to know what action  woentd 
be taken by the commission relative 
to the ticket scalnine scandal.
